since occupied by othersettlers, who have 
built and live upon the claim. The Presi- 
dent of your meeting was Maj Jolin Dough- 
erty, a residentand large land holder in 
Clay County, Missouri, as he has stated to 
me since the meeting,and will not hesitate to 
state again, as he is a high minded and hon- 
orable man above all concealment or disguise 
The gentlemen principally composing your 
meeting came from across the river, throng- 
ing the road from the Ferry to the towm, on 
horseback and in wagons, ia numbers vari- 
ously estimated by different persons at from 
200 to 300; «nd after the meeting was over 
they returned to their homes in the State of 
Missouri, These are facts as notorious here 
as any public occurrence can be, aad every 
man who had eyes to see andears to hear, 
is cognisant of them. 
‘They were the subject of much remark 
and the cause of deep dissatisfaction, and 
even on the ground inthe meeting and in 
reply to the speech of your chairman, who 
was chief spokesiman of the occasion, this 
invasion of our Territory was loudly com-

Agriculiural Statistics. 


We are indchted to F. R. Gardener fur the 
following interesting statistics. [tis I believe nu- 
thentic (coming from one of the oldest, hest, and 
most respeerable farmers. in Delaware, and one
